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3. OTR Staff Restructuring Announced 

Eatablishrnent of the new Instructional Support Staff, a restructur- 
ing of existing and planned branches to carry out functions allied to the 
direct support of OTR 1 a instructional programs, was announced during 
the week. Components include Admissions, Information and Records 
(formerly Registrar Staff), Audio/Visual Services, Instructor Training, 
and Library Services, All four branches formerly reported to four 
different Staff or School chiefs. Tbs reorganisation was accomplished 
with no increase in positions. 

At the same time, functions of the Chief of Plans and Management 
were redesignated as Executive Assistant to the Director of Training. 
Components include Plans Staff, Management Staff, Personnel, Budget 
h Fiscal and Logistics Branches, Security Officer, Historical Officer 
and OTR’s three representatives to the Defense Intelligence School, 
National Interdepartmental Seminar and the Special Warfare Center at 
Fort Bragg, N, C.
